Whether Spendocrats were listening to the 


president of the United States or the new 


governor of New York this week, they got the 


same earful: 
If you intend to keep 
spending, 
start 
taxing. 
Never has there been a neater summary 
of what responsible public officials should be 
trying to do. 
In Washington, President Eisenhower is 
faying to preserve what is left of the financial 
integrity that underwrites the value of the 
U.S. dollar and the credit 
of 
the 
U.S. 
government. 
He is challenging the spenders in govern­ 
ment to call a halt before they ruin the 
credit of the United States by spending more 
than they have the courage to collect in 
taxes. 
He Is putting the Spendocrats on the de­ 
fensive for their happy credo of spending and 
electing, spending and electing ad infinitum 
If they want to spend more, they should 
tax more — and only then will they put the 
popularity of spending to the test. 


IN ALBANY, where Gov. Nelson Rocke­ 
feller is trying to put the wealthiest of the 
49 states on its fiancial feet, Spendocrats 
have been given the same challenge. 
New York’s budget has been zoomed over 
two billion dollars. Revenue is a quarter of a 
billion dollars short of the spending total. 
Gov. Rockefeller has electrified New York 
Spendocrats by challenging them either to 
raise the taxes to cover the tab or to reduce 
the tab. He has outlined the kind of taxes 
that would be necessary. 
Every tax-spender in the state shrinks from 
still further boosts in New York's income 
tax. The state’s gasoline tax already has 
been boosted. It would have to raise its excise 
tax on cigarettes and its estate tax rate. 


THIS IS unpleasant talk for Spendocrats. 


They like to talk only about things they want 
to give the dear, dear voters for nothing — 
better houses, better roads, better every­ 
thing. They never voluntarily talk about the 
fact they are giving away money they don t 
have the guts to collect. 
When that is mentioned, they clear their 
throats and murmur, “ Ah yes, deficit financ­ 
ing. Tsch, tsch. But the dear, dear people de­ 
serve the best. 
Economic budgeting, you 
know. Give the people what they need to 
make them happy and Heaven will provide. 
What is good for the people is good for the 
budget. Go away, boy, you are standing in 
my light.*' 
It takes a lot of confidence to believe that 
a couple of men like Dwight Eisenhower and 
Nelson Rockefeller can pin the tail on the 
donkey and make it stick. But it's worth the 
effort. 
The Democratic party and the Spendocrats 
can be regarded as one and the same thing. 
Irresponsible spending — outlay without the 
revenue to back it up — is so close to being 
the vote-getting formula of the Democrats in 
this country that only a hairsplitter can see 
the difference between a Spendocrat and a 
Democrat. 


THE ISSUE is being laid out sharp and 
clear. 
It is by no means certain the Republicans, 
who are currently in a dazed condition and 
none too sure which end is up, will know 
what to do about it.

We Learn A Little If We’re Lucky 


Nothing is so frustratingly sad as an avia­ 
tion accident within sight of an airport. Yet, 
this is the point in man-controlled flight when 
the danger is greatest. That is why passen­ 
gers are instructed to fasten their belts and 
to refrain from smoking during takeoffs and 
landings. 
As nearly fool-proof as flying has b e e n 
made by years of experience and the lessons 
learned from many accidents, the hazard of 
comig down and going up is still challeng­ 
ing the designers and engineers who work* 
endlessly to take the hazards out of aviation. 
Another commercial airplane Ijas crashed 
In the water off LaGuardia Airport, within 
sight of the runway. As many as 65 lives 
have been sacrificed to some unknown er­ 
ror in procedure. Something went wrong with 
a landing under low-visibility conditions. 


Investigators now will try to reconstruct 
what happened in the few seconds before the 
crash. They will work under the heavy 
handcap of having no first-hand evidence. 
There will not even be a tell-tale tape, like 
the one that revealed where the error was 
committed last September in the Bayonne, 
N. J., drawbridge accident that killed 49 pas­ 
sengers on a train. 
Not even a tape . . 
. 
Might it be possible, until aviation has 
Increased its margin of security in approach­ 
ing and leaving the ground, to have each pi­ 
lot of a commercial airliner make a tape 
recording of everything that happens in the 
pilot’s compartment during takeoff and land­ 
ing? The existence of such evidence might 
make aviation’s last major hazard dwindle 
to nothing in the next few years. 


Take Another Look In The Barn 


Any reader old enough to remember that 
Friday was cleaning day and Saturday was 
baking day can remember seeing horsedrawn 
coaches hidden away in the recesses of old 
carriage barns.

Beginning Monday, the power plant at near­ 
by Shippingport will enter another phase of 
its pioneering role in the peacetime use of 
the atom. 
On that day 25 scientists and engineers 
will begin a six-month course of study at 
the plant, the purpose being to train repre­ 
sentatives of other utility firms and other 
countries in the use of anomic power for 
commercial purposes. 
The course is a joint project of the Atomic 
Energy Commission and the Duquesne Light 
Co. 
Much of the glamor has worn off since the 
Beaver County plant was placed in operation 
in December of 1957 and atomic research 
has expanded in many directions. But the 
lessons learned at Shippingport continue to 
serve as a guide to others. - 
And as an “Atomic University’’ the in­ 
stallation will play an even broader role in 
the peacetime pursuits of the atom.

The drive for the shorter work 
week will be launched later this 
month at the AFL-CIO executive 
council 
mid-winter sessions 
in 
Puerton 
Rico. Many of those 
in 
the high command of labor today 
were in the bitter and successful 
campaign to put America on an 
8-hour day, 5-day w e e k . N o w 
they’ll move, after many decades, 
for a 7-hour day or 4^-day week. 
They are fighting for it in all 
their new contracts — and they’ll 
try to make the 35-hour week fed­ 
eral law as they succeeded in do­ 
ing with the 40-hour week. 
This drive will be launched in 
Puerto Rico’s Caribe Hilton Hotel 
after the 29-man high council ends 
a special skull session with New 
Deal ecnomists, Leon Keyserling. 


IT IS EXPECTED that the labor 
leadership will issue a statement 
saying that new brain machines, 
which run other machines, have 
so speeded up productivity that 
millions will be permanently job­ 
less by 1961. Fewer and fewer 
workers will be needed 
to run 
machines which run machines. 
The labor leaders will say that 
it is the workers* skills which en­ 
able the master machines to op­ 
erate — and that the time has 
come to give workers more leisure 
and make more jobs available by 
cutting the length of the work week. 
The first step will be the fight 
for the 35-hour week at 40 hours' 
pay. Then for 30 hours at what 
is now a full week’s wage. 
What gives this drive more sub­ 
stance than the s h a d o w y cam­ 
paigns (rf the past is the fact that 
the AFL-CIO headquarters is mov­ 
ing this time. It will be a national 
coordinated push for all of labor s 
60.000 locals — and not just a drive 
by one union or one national per­ 
sonality. 
There are many 
35-hour 
and 
even 32-hour contracts around in 
the skilled trades. But this cam­ 
paign is for all trades — especially 
the unskilled and the clerical, the 
mass of organized unionists. And 
as they go, so will the rest of 
America’s work force. 


THE NATIONAL AFL-CIO lead­ 
ers will argue that the recession 
began in 1953 — not 1957. They 
will say that the number of avail­ 
able jobs has been slashed by our 
ability to produce more swiftly. 
They will point out that in most 
industries we’ve swung back to the 
“ full production of the prosperous 
years — but t h a t employment 
hasn’t.** 
They will say that there are now 
some 4,300,000 jobless. In 1960, the 
“war babies” will be entering the 
work force at the rate of 750,000 
a year. By ’61, the toddlers of the 
early war years will be swarm­ 
ing in at 1,200.000 yearly. 
If production is “full” now and 
unemployment hasn’t been wiped 
out, then the country can expect 
seven to eight million jobless in 
the next three or four years. Mr. 
Keyserling is expected to tell the 
nation’s labor chiefs. 
Typical of what has happened on 
this front is the development in the 
United Auto Workers Union. This 
union, led by Walter Reuther, now 
has a full-time working member­ 
ship of some 850,000 to 900,000. The 
peak was 1,300,000.

Since baiting the mayor a n d 
Council has become the chief in­ 
door sport of many of our citizens, 
Mr. Lawrence may well wonder 
why he ever devoted his time and 
energy to the thankless position of 
mayor. 
The voters elected him by a sub­ 
stantial majority because t h e y 
wanted many deplorable conditions 
at the city hall ameliorated. Re­ 
forms in the Police Department 
and eliewhere have been accom­ 
plished. 
But to carry out more improve­ 
ments, more money is needed, 
which comes as a disagreeable 
shock to many. 
Instead of giving Mr. Lawrence 
and the Council a fair chance to 
try their methods, or of their sug­ 
gesting 
some 
alternate 
course, 
most of the critics have denounced 
any and all plans of the adminis­ 
tration for raising funds without 
offering any idea in place of those 
discarded. 
Very unfairly, many have in­ 
cluded the editor of The Review 
in their criticisms because he does 
not hesitate to express his honest 
opinion. Surely these writers who 
are exercising their right of free 
speech would not deny the same 
right to the editor! It is his duty to 
state his belief, not just echo senti­ 
ments which hope to please ev­ 
erybody. 


MAY I digress for a moment to 
express sympathy toward the crit­ 
ics, too. Not that I agree with 
their unjust accusations, but I, too, 
have a feeling of dismay at the 
thought of new taxes to add to the 
crushing burden of present taxes. 
After the federal government 
seizes the lion’s share of one’s in­ 
come, the state government anoth­ 
er fistful, and the county govern­ 
ment its handful, plus the toll of 
‘unseen’ taxes equal to, or more 
than, the seen taxes, small won­ 
der it is that the mere thought of 
further taxing brings forth cries 
of anguish. 
Protests to Washington or Co­ 
lumbus seem futile, but city of­ 
ficials are more accessible and vul­ 
nerable so the electorate can vent 
all their resentments at the whole 
confiscatory system of taxation on 
them. 
Perhaps it is time to examine 
the situation with logic and fair- 
mindedness, rather than indulging 
in personal attacks and spiteful­ 
ness. 
Castigating the mayor and Coun­ 


cil will not solve anything. A new 
administration would find i t s e l f 
faced with the same unpleasant 
facts: namely, that the city must 
pay more for material and labor 
than it formerly did, and that ade­ 
quate service is dependent upon 
more funds. 
We all expect the regular serv­ 
ices plus extra ones at times, such 
as ashing snowy streets, and the 
cost of all these services has risen. 
Many unionized workers claiming 
that they speak for all labor (al­ 
though actually they are only a 
minor percentage of all the people 
who work for their daily bread) 
seem to assume that rising costs 
affect only the person with a union 
card, but inflation hits cities or per­ 
sons on fixed, incomes even more 
cruelly. 


This writer spent two hours last 
night reading a complete English 
speech delivered a week ago by 


Nikita Khrush- 
c h e v 
before 
the 21st Com­ 
munist p a r ty 
c o n g r e ss in 
Moscow. 
It is a startl­ 
ing revelation 
of the weak­ 
nesses of t h e 
S o viet Union. 
It w a s de- 
s i g n e d , of David Lawrence 
course, to show the strength and 
progress of the Soviets in their 
competition with the West. But it 
betrays the anxieties, the worries 
—indeed, the fears—of the Kremlin 
the people any day 
may 
take 
things into their own hands and 
sweep the present “Czar” from 
his post. 
Numerous passages—more than 
would seem to be necessary — 
stress how eager the Soviet Union 
is for world peace. Surely there 
must be grave 
doubts 
in 
the 
minds of the people, for again and 
again the Communist party chief 
assures his listeners that the Mos­ 
cow government is sincerely intent 
on peace. 
Significant also is the constant 
repetition of another theme—that 
a Communist society is an ultimate 
ideal and that the present “So­ 
cialist” ideology is just a transi­ 
tion affair. 


PROMISES of utopia run through 
the document and give a feeling 
that something is wrong inside the 
Soviet Union or else it wouldn’t 
be so necessary to paint such rosy 
pictures of what the future will 
bring. 
It’s now a “seven-year plan” 
which the Soviet chief outlines, but, 
since the Revolution of 1917, there 
have been all kinds of “five-year 
plans.” It is a way, evidently, to 
try to placate the discontented by 
pleading for more and more time 
in which to achieve reforms. 
It may be doubted whether the 
members of the Communist party 
who sat through seven to eight 
hours of speechmaking could pos­ 
sibly have absorbed all that was 
said. There is a boring repetition 
and a labored attempt to be con­ 
vincing. 
Frequent references are made to 
the United States, especially its 
economic progress, and these are 
followed by boastful promises that 
America is to be overtaken in the 
contest for bigger and bigger pro­ 
duction not only of machinery but 
of all kinds of goods and food 
products. 
Every now and then it is ap­ 
parent, from a 
reading of the 
Khrushchev speech, that the peo­ 
ple aren’t as responsive as might 
be expected if the published re­ 
ports of their attitude are taken 
at face value. 


THUS, 
the 
Communist 
chief 
speaks of 980,000 meetings on the 
“ seven-year plan” being held since 
last November at state farms, 
educational 
institutions 
and sci­ 
entific 
establishments 
and 
in 
army 
and 
navy 
detachments 
throughout the Soviet Union, “ at­ 
tended by more than 70 million 
people.” 
But as for response to local So­ 
viet bodies, newspapers and pe­ 
riodicals as a r e s u l t (rf those 
same meetings, only 650,000 let­ 
ters were received. They probably 
all agreed with the plan. 
This 
seems an infinitesimal number of 
letters. Just a few TV programs 
in the United States would bring 
many times that amount of letters 
—and on both sides of the question, 
too. 
But, of course, 
anybody wlio 
writes a critical letter in the So­ 
viet Union runs the risk of pun­ 
ishment. 
Naturally, a speech by any chief 
figure in Moscow takes into ac­ 
count foreign as well as domestic 
consumption. 
The excerpts which deal 
with 
foreign policy have been reported 
widely in the press. They reveal 
little change in the position of the 
Soviets, which is that the West 
must “negotiate” its own surrend­ 
er and 'will get nothing by way of 
concession. 


IT IS INTERESTING to note 
how much fuss Khrushchev makes 
about the Sputniks and the rocket 
sent toward the moon. 
One sees clearly, by reading the 
speech, why the Soviets are mak­ 
ing such a fantastic effort. It is 
hoped to take the minds of the 
people away from their worries 
and the shortages of food, clothing 
and lodging. 
The boasting is overdone. It is 
an artificial device intended 
to 
convince the Soviet people that 
they should be proud of what has 
been achieved. They are supposed 
to agree that all this makes worth 
while all sacrifices while huge ex­ 
penditures 
on 
journeys to the 
moon are depriving the Soviet peo­ 
ple of the necessities of life on 
earth. 


PERHAPS the most impressive 
thing about the speech is that it 
relies so strongly on a miraculous 
change in human nature yet to 
come. 
The Soviet citizen is expected to 
give up family life, to venture into 
far-off areas and sleep under can­ 
vas, and to undergo all sorts of 
privations to attain the questiona­ 
ble goals of the perfect Communist 
society. Human beings are not so 
easily swayed. They appear to ac­ 
quiesce because for the time be­ 
ing they fear to do otherwise. 
If ever a document makes 
a 
convincing impression of the event­ 
ual collapse of the Socialist or 
Communist state, it is the speech 
which it took Nikita Khruschev all 
day on Jan. 23 to deliver. 


THIS NEED for more money is 
not peculiar to East Liverpool. 
Possibly letterwriters from Wells­ 
ville and surrounding towns might 
find ample room for improvement 
in that respect in their own towns 
had they cared to turn their ana­ 
lytical and critical faculties toward 
their own town’s shortcomings. 
Towns and cities all over the 
country are feeling the pinch of 
rising costs of labor and m ater­ 
ials and shrinking real estate val­ 
ues within the city proper, while 
new suburban dwellers use c i t y 
streets and other facilities without 
sharing fully in their support. 
East Liverpool does have a cred­ 
it side to the ledger; good friendly 
people and fine neighbors, adequate 
schools, splendid library, w e 11- 
stocked stores, to mention only a 
few. 
Like the other writers, I offer 
no solution to the difficultues, but I 
do have one suggestion, for what 
it’s worth. 
Would it be possible for the ad­ 
ministration to make a brief sum­ 
m ary of what the financial situa­ 
tion is — simply, so that we who 
are untrained in city finances may 
readily grasp it? They might in­ 
clude figures on the savings over 
a period of years by replacing worn 
machinery instead of repairing be­ 
yond an economical point, or by 
completely repairing streets rath­ 
er than unsatisfactory patching. 
Once all were convinced of the 
real need, we could channel our 
efforts toward a solution instead of 
indulging in futile recriminations.

WASHINGTON 
A sign of the changing times: 
George F. Kerman, the “Mr. X” 
of yesteryear. 
He’s credited with being the 
author of the American policy to­ 
ward the Soviet Union followed 
for a decade by both the Truman 
and Eisenhower administrations. 
This is the policy of contain­ 
ment, of ringing the Soviet Union 
with military bases to prevent 
Soviet expansion. It’s worked fair­ 
ly well. 
But 
now 
Kennan 
has 
other 
ideas. He’s talking of a pullback 
of American forces in Europe. 
Long employed by the State De­ 
partment, Kennan got out after 
differences with Secretary of State 
Dulles. But his new ideas have 
brought him into sharp conflict 
with his old boss there, former 
Secretary of State Acheson. 
In 1947, while Kennan was di­ 
rector of the State Department’s 
policy planning staff, he outlined 
his containment policy in the For­ 
eign Affairs Quarterly magazine. 
He wrote under the name of Mr. 
X. He said then: 
“ It is clear the main element 
of any United States policy toward 
the Soviet Union must be that of 
a long-term, patient but firm and 
vigilant cortainment of Russian 
expansive tendenices. . . . 
“Russia, 
as 
opposed 
to 
the 
western world in general, is still 
by far the weaker party . . . Soviet 
society may well contain deficien­ 
cies which will eventually weaken 
its own total potential.” 
While the Soviet Union hasn’t 
expanded—in the sense of acquir­ 
ing new territory—since 1947, she 
has become stronger, not weaker 
as Kennan hopefully seemed to 
think she might. 
Kennan, who l&ter served, as 
ambassador to Moscow before his 
exit after his troubles with Dul­ 
les, Wednesday gave to a Senate 
disarmament subcommittee views 
which would indicate he thinks his 
1947 policy is obsolete. 
He talked of the idea of making 
a deal with the Russians so* that 
both American and Soviet troops 
could be pulled back from Cen­ 
tral Europe, or at least from Ger­ 
many. 
The man who once talked of 
c o n t a i n i n g the Soviet Union, 
Wednesday said he hopes it would 
not be necessary to pull American 
troops entirely off the continent of 
Europe. 
He was thinking in terms of a 
neutralized Germany ai i seemed 


to envision it, while neutralized, 
as both democratic and free from 
the Communist political threat. 
This is not the first time Ken­ 
nan has talked this way. It’s 
p r e t t y much a repetition of 
broadcasts he made in Britain last 
March. 
Those broadcasts made Ache­ 
son so furious that he replied to 
Kennan with an article of his own 
in the Foreign Affairs magazine. 
Acheson, who supports Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s continued use 
of the containment poiicy which 
he himself used under the Truman 
administration, predicted: 
Withdrawal of U.S. forces from 
Europe would lead ultimately to 
a linkup between Germany and 
the Soviet Union, confronting the 
world with a new war threat. 
Acheson called the disengage­ 
ment idea the “new isolationism” 
and stated the pullback of Soviet 
troops wouldn’t mean much. 
Yet withdrawal of Allied forces 
from West Berlin is what the Rus­ 
sians are insisting upon right now. 
The world is watching to see what 
Secretary Dulles, now in Europe, 
can come up with in making con­ 
cessions to Moscow or standing 
firm.

dent Eisenhower to visit the So­ 
viet Union. 
He said Eisenhower could bring 
anyone he chose, and go any­ 
where. He said the visit should 
prove useful. 
This i n v i t a t i o n came after 
Khrushchev repeated his warning 
that the Soviet Union “now has 
the means to deliver a blow to 
aggressors in any part of the 
world.” 
But Khrushchev expressed con­ 
fidence the Soviet Union could 
avoid war and defeat the West 
in peaceful economic competition. 
Turning to Berlin, major point 
of East-West tension, Khrushchev 
again presented a formula he ad­ 
vanced Nov. 27—a separate de­ 
militarized 
West 
Berlin 
under 
U. N. auspices. 
West Berlin, though 110 miles 
from West Germany proper, is 
now officially a part of that coun­ 
try. 
Khrushchev said the Soviet Un­ 
ion would be willing to guarantee 
the city’s corridors to the outside 
world. This appeared to be'firm er 


than his previous statement that 
the Soviet Union would guarantee 
West Berlin would be supplied 
with food, and its economy sup­ 
ported by orders from East Ger­ 
many and the Soviet Union.

24, Bill France left his n a t i v e 
Washington, D. C., in a car and 
trailer, both of questionable value, 
for Miami, Fla. He never made it. 
In his pockets were $25 and a 
check book showing $75 in a back 
home bank. Besides a few clothes 
for himself, his wife of three years, 
and their one-year-old son, France 
also had a set of tools. 
After his family, the tools were 
his most valuable possession. He 
had been window decorator, hard­ 
ware clerk and handy with tools. 
Good thing, too. His car broke 
down in Brunswick, Ga. He fixed 
it, made another 200 miles and 
pulled into Daytona Beach. He 
went no further. He was as tired 
as his old car. 
Years from now people might 
say that was good for D a y 10 n a 
Beach, for today William H. G. 
(BiU) France is president of Day­ 
tona Beach Speedway, a highly 
banked Vk - mile asphalt automo­ 
bile track worth something like 3 
million dollars. It seats 18,200 fans. 
Located two miles west of Day­ 
tona Beach, the track required 448 
acres of City of Daytona Beach 
property. It has been leased to 
France’s corporation for 75 years. 
The city gets $8,500 a year rental 
for 50 years, $25,000 a year there­ 
after. 
The huge parking space for 35.- 
000 cars, at $1 per windshield, wiU 
help France and his backers more 
than meet the cost of the first 
year’s rent.

Severance Tax Protested 


CHARLESTON (J) - West Vir­ 
ginia's natural resource industries 
joined in unanimous protest last 
night against a bill to place a 
severance tax on their production. 
At a public hearing which drag­ 
ged on for more than three hours, 
spokesmen for coal, oil, gas and 
other resource industries talked 
ominously of what the tax would 
do to them. 
They probably needn’t h a v e 
bothered, as signs already had ap­ 
peared that deflation of the sever­ 
ance tax balloon was beginning in 
the House, whose Democratic maj­ 
ority sent it aloft in the first 
place. 
The House Finance Committee, 
headed by Del. Julius W. Single­ 
ton Jr. (D-Monongalia), held the 
hearing to inquire into the merits 
of a severance tax bill sponsored 


by Del. Nell Walker (D-Fayette). 
The bill would tax all major natur­ 
al resources 
produced 
in 
the 
state, with the tax on coal pro­ 
posed at IO cents a ton. 
Earlier in the current session of 
the Legislature, the House Demo­ 
cratic majority voted in caucus 
to have a severance tax bill put 
before the House for consideration. 
The severance tax proposal was 
variously reported to be coupled, 
in the thinking of its supporters, 
with repeal or reduction of the 
tax rates applied to natural re­ 
source production under the exist­ 
ing gross sales tax law. 
House Finance estimates Mrs. 
Walker’s bill would bring in IS1* 
million dollars a year, 12 million 
of which would come from coal. 
The present gross sales tax on 
natural resources is yielding about

Industry spokesmen said last night 
that this figures out to about eight 
cents a ton. 
It was reported prior to the

within the existing gross sales tax 
framework for any increased reve­ 
nue from natural resources.

Fred J. Milligan, executive sec­ 
retary of the Ohio Information 
Committee, led the fight before 
the committee to block the biti 
which would legalize immediate 
simultaneous payment of SUB and 
state jobless benefits. 
The committee, however, turned 
a deaf ear to Milligan’s assertion 
that the bill is unconstitutional be­ 
cause: 
“It would attempt retroactively 
to confer a right (on workers cov­ 
ered by SUB) where no existed 
before . . . It would permit the 
trustees of SUB funds to pay to 
workers 
qualifying 
under 
SUB 
plans benefits on weekly periods 
from the effective date of the re­ 
spective plans until the effective 
date of the new law.” 
He was referring to the claims 
of the bill’s backers that passage 
of the bill would release immed­ 
iately about 25 million dollars in 
SUB benefits held up during a 
court fight. That fight resulted in 
an Ohio Supreme Court decision 
that under present law SUB pay­ 
ments may not be made simul­ 
taneously with state jobless bene­ 
fits. 
The controversial measure prob­ 
ably will come to a floor vote in 
the Senate next week. It is an 
emergency bill. That means it will 
take the help of at least two Re­ 
publicans to muster the needed 
two-thirds vote. Democrats control 
the Senate 20-13. 
Emergency bills become effec­ 
tive as soon as they are passed 
and signed by the governor and 
are not subject to the referendum 
process in which the voters make 
the final decision whether a bill 
should become law. 


A version of SUB was written 
into a bill—which included several 
other matters—defeated by Ohio 
voters in 1955. 
Milligan told newsmen that if 
the SUB bill becomes law he will 
attack it in the courts on constitu­ 
tional grounds. And, if the emerg­ 
ency feature is eliminated before 
the bill is passed, Milligan said, 
“I assume there probably would 
be substantial sentiment to take 
it to the voters.” 
SUB is provided in a number of 
contracts in the auto, steel and rub­ 
ber industries. It is finanped, gen­ 
erally, by a 5-cent-an-hour deduc­ 
tion from workers’ pay. Most con­ 
tracts provide that SUB and state 
payments, combined, shall equal 
65 per cent of a laid off worker’s 
normal take-home pay. Estimates 
of the number of Ohio workers 
covered by SUB range from 270,- 
000 to 400,000.

’Sliding Scale' 
On Old Tickets 
Eyed By Court 


Motorists haled Into Municipal 
Court on warrants for ignoring old 
parking tickets will be fined in the 
future on a “sliding scale” based 
on the number of citations they 
have accumulated. Judge George 
L. Brokaw warned today. 
The judge made the announce 
ment after imposing a fine of $15 
and $6 costs — the highest penalty 
to date on a single ticket — on 
Nathaniel Hays. 1173 Harker Ave., 
who held a total of six unpaic 
citations. 
Hays also was instructed to set­ 
tle the remaining 5 tickets at the 
“ Meter Pdaid” office for the usua 
$2 apiece, which will make his 
total penalty $31. Hays was taken 
before the judge on a warrant 
signed by “Meter Maid” Cather­ 
ine Martin, alleging that he park 
ed overtime Sept. 18 on E. 5fb St. 
A notation on the bottom of the 
affidavit listed the five other tick­ 
ets. 
Hays protested to the court that 
he had not received a summons 
from the “Meter Maids” asking 
him to pay for the old tickets be­ 
fore the warrant was issued.

Seeking the new trial were Ma­ 
ne Reed Haug. her husband, Fred, 
and Hyman Lunier, ail of Cleve­ 
land; Erie Reinthaler of Willowick, 
Andrew Remes of Brooklyn, N.Y., 
and James West and Sam Reed, 
both of Chicago. They were con­ 
victed by a jury here in January, 
1958. A motion for a new trial 
was turned down at the time: 
Their appeal is pending before 
the Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals 
at Cincinnati. 
The defendants, free on bond 
based their latest motion for a new 
trial on testimony of Fred L. Gard­ 
ner. former organizer for the Unit­ 
ed Electrical Workers Union and 
the government's 
chief witness 

It was charged that 
Gardner lied when he testified that 
he had never been in the armed 
forces. 
Gardner admitted at a hearing
